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Lesson  LXIII...The  Pacific  Region. 

1.  Characteristics. — To  the  four  divisions  of  the 
United  States,  called  Eastern,  Middle,  Southern,  and 
W&Urn,  we  now  add  a  fifth  division,  called  lite  Pacific 
Region,  which  lies  between  the  Rocky  Mountains  and  the 
Pacific  Ocean. 

2.  Mountains. — The  Rocky  Mountains,  broken  into
